The Act proviies, 
in the case of employees performing official duties in a foreign 
country, that the head of the Agency is authorized under re7la- 
tions prescribed by the Fresidert to pay from the available 
appropriation the "expense of crevarins and transporting the 
renains' of an employee to his home or official station, or suc 
other place as the head of the devartment concerned shall determine 
to be the appropriate place of interment. It further provives for 
the transportation expense of his dependents and states that the 
oenefits shall not be denied even thoush the deceased erplo-ee 
was on temporary aosence from duty at the time cf death. Avpro~ 
priate regulations implementin- the act were issued bir the 
President in ixecutive Crder io. 8557. The Executive Order states 
in Part III, Section 5, thats
